Duty On Parn 


OTTAWA—Downward revision 
of the ¢ustoms. tariff announced 
in Finance Minister Dunning’s 

} budget speech, whieh became 
effective May 1, will have an im- 

thediate effect upon the economic 
situation of practically every per- 
son in Canada, 

Canadian dutiés on farm imple- 
ments coming from the United States 
are 7% per cent under provisions 
of the budget. The formér rate was 
12% per cent. It was reduced from 
25 per cent by the Canada-United 
States trade treaty which came into 
effect Jan. 1. 

Keen expectancy was manifested 

by members of parliament from agri- 
cultural. constituencies as to the 
effect of the cut on the prices of 
farm impléments to the Canadian 
farmers. In January, when the tar- 
iff was reduced from 25 per cent 
to 12% per’ cent, the implement 
manufacturers .in Canada increased 
their list prices, ; 
. The action caused considerable 
debate in the Commons, the western 
members particularly. expressing 
surprise that the reduced tariff had 
not lowered prices of ‘Canadian 
firms. The action of the farm 
machinery makers was referred to 
the standing committce on agricul- 
ture. 


Started Investigation 

The committee engaged a counsel 
and an accountant and started an 
investigation to find out whether 
the machinery producers were en- 
titled to higher prices. 

A resolution was passed by the 
committee calling. on the manufac- 
turers to postpone the higher prices 
until the inquiry had been complet- 
ed, This was not acted upon as far 
as the committee is aware. 

The committee then sent a ques- 
tionnaire to ‘the implement makers, 
asking for particulars about their 
operations. It was learned the ques- 
tionnaires have not been returned 
but the committee has been making 
arrangements fo proceed with. the

Western Grain Belt 


Despite the severity of the winter, | 
Manitoba has only received normal | 
precipitation, according to figures 
contained .in statistics prepared by 
the Dominion meteorological office, | 
covering the period, Aug. 1 to Feb. | 
29. ] 

The same source reveals’ that 
throughout the grain belt of the 
Canadian west moisture conditions 
are about back to normal. Alberta 
leads with a five per cent. average | 
increase over normal, Manitoba is, 
next with normal conditions and Sas- 
katchewan is next with a deficiency | 
of one per cent. H 

Northern areas of the three prov- | 
inces fared best as far as zaintslt| 
was concerned. 

Alberta's excess over the average | 
was mainly due to abundant mois- 
ture in the north of the province | 
from Manitoba district to the Peace | 
River. This great area was the wet- 
test in the west with an increase of, 
33 per cent .over the normal. Mod- | 
erate gains were registered in north- 
ern and southeastern Saskatchewan | 
and western Manitoba. On the other 
hand distinct losses were shown in 
southern Alberta and southwestern 
Saskatchewan. 

A notable feature of the distribu- 
tion of precipitation was the large| 
excess in October and November in 
northern Alberta and northern Sas- 
katchewan. A large portion of this 
was probably frozen into the ground 
and is now available for the spring 


crop. 6 
In southern Alberta and _ south- 
eastern Saskatchewan rainfall in 


October and November was above 
normal, while central Alberta and 
southwestern Saskatchewan had 
nearly normal moisture, but moder- 
ate excesses in November. Through- 
out Manitoba the precipitation in 


these two months was below the|, 


average. 

Summarizing the records by 
months, it is seen that in northern 
Alberta precipitation was above 


normal in every month except Sep- 
tember, when there was a deficiency 
of 50 per cent. In both October and 
November decided increases were re- 
ported. Central Alberta had small | 
losses in every month but November 
and January; in the latter month. 
more than twice the normal amount 
of precipitation occurred. The south- 
ern section of the province experi-

In northern Saskatchewan, changes 
from the average were quite small, 
except in November, when 70 per 
cent. and 60 per cent. excesses oc- 
curred, respectively. The southwest 
had a poor showing except in No- 
vember, when a 25 per cent. increase | 
was recorded. Southeastern Sas- 
katchewan was more fortunate with 
above-normal precipitation in Aug- 
ust, November, January and Feb- 
ruary. 

Throughout Manitoba, rainfall was 
about 60 per cent. above normal in 
August, but was well below in Sep- 
tember and October. The _ other 
months showed nearly normal pre- 
cipitation in western Manitoba, while 
the eastern part of the province had 
about 30 to 35 per cent. below 
normal fall in November and De- 
cember and 25 per cent. excess in 
January and February.

Certified Seed Potatoes 


Good Ones Cannot Be Selected By | 
Tuber Appearance Alone 

With the increasing prevalence 
and number of diseases of potatoes 
and the greater risk in purchasing 
seed about which nothing is known 
by the purchaser, has come the 
realization that the production of | 


| high class seed requires special care. 


A very satisfactory system of seed 


potato certification has been develop: | 
ed in Canada by the Division of | 
Botany, Central Experimental Farms 
Branch, and is based upon two field | 


inspections of the growing crop, and 

of the tubers after harvest. 
k weed potatoes which meet the stand- 
ard for certification are eligible for 
sale as Certified Seed, and 
tags are supplied for every pack- 
age of such seed. Therefore, if the 
Government tag is not on the pack- 
age, the potatoes are table stock 
only and seed price should not be 
paid. 
seed potatoes, “Certified Extra No. 
1" and “Certified Sfnall Sized 114-3 
ounces.” If the tags do not specify 
either of these grades, the potatoes 
are not seed potatoes. 

There is definite need of field in- 
spections for seed potatoes as cer- 
tain virus diseases are not observ- 
able in the tubers and can only be 


identified in the growing plants. Ob- | 


viously only low yields can be ex- 
pected from diseased plants. It is a 
big mistake to conclude that good 
seed potatoes can be selected by 
tuber appearance alone. 

There are no regulations in effect 
which prevent anyone from using 
any kind of potatoes for seed pur- 
poses, and some of the stores are 
selling table potatoes in their seed 
departments, but it is the pur- 
chaser's privilege, if he pays more 


than regular table stock prices, to) 


demand the official tag, otherwise he 
may get only table stock. 
Well over a million bushels of cer- 


tified seed potatoes have been sold! 
annually for the past nine years. The | 


bulk of the seed produced is ex- 
ported. The best potato growers in 


other countries appear to appreciate | 
the value of good seed and in spite | 


of plentiful local supplies will pay 
the additional freight and _ tariff 
charges to secure Canadian Certified 
Seed potatoes.

How Is Your 
Subscription ? 


Just as the best clocks need 
winding now and again, so the 


best of subscriptions require the 


ever, during January and February 
handicapped construction work, the 
result being a postponement of many 
projects until later in the Spring. 
British Columbia has had, notwith- 
standing, two very active months, 
and will show increases over last 
year in building operations. 

A great deal of activity is prom- 
ised for the Alberta gas and oil 
areas this -year and much new ter- 
ritory is to be prospected. The 
fourth of the gas absorption plants 
will be in operation early in May 
and will add to the production and 
considerably reduce waste of this 
product. In Saskatchewan the Lloyd- 
minster and other fields will come 
under the drill for further tests 
looking to the possibilities of sup- 
plying various cities and towns with 
natural gas for heating purposes. 


Mining throughout the West is 
being carefullv surveyed, with prom- 
ises of further developments 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
In British’ Columbia new properties 
are being developed and other prop- 
erties which have been dormant for 
years are again to be brought into 
operation. 


The lumber industry throughout 
the West is improving and a very 
active year is deemed possible both 
for export and domestic markets. 
The anticipated improvement in 
building operations will be reflected 
in the domestic market. Western 
pulp and paper production is better 
and the prospect is for a steady im- 
provement; there may be’ some 
changes and additions or new plants 
during the present year. 

Agriculturists have been examin- 
ing the present situation at the vari- 
ous meetings which have taken place 
in the Prairie Provinces and are pre- 
paring to go ahead with farm opera- 
tions as soon as the scason opens. 
It is too carly as yet to anticipate 
probable acreage or conditions under 
which seeding operations will take 
place, but the outlook is for a good 
producing year. 

Factory production has maintained 
its seasonable level. Additions are 
being made to existing plants in 
Winnipeg and Vancouver. An im- 
provement over last year’s outpul 
in all industries is anticipated, the 
general industrial situation being 
quite good. A large number of new 
products are being manufactured 
at present in a small way, but with 


matter of adaptation of varieties to 
sections of the country rather than 


to the country as a whole. Selec- 
tion of variety, therefore, calls for 
more special attention than may be 
generally supposed. Suitability of 
variety should be determined by date 
of maturity, yield and market value. 
Efficient cleaning contributes in a 
large measure towards the good 
quality of seed. This may be accom- 
plished by using a properly equipped 
and operated hand finning mill. If 
this is not available a central seed 
cleaning plant should be employed. 
Assisted by government subvention 
in many instances, such clean’ 
plants have ‘Deen established at dif- 
ferent points. 

The treatment for disease shoul 
receive serious consideration, par- 
ticularly with regard to smut infec- 
tions. Heavy loss if sustained each 
year through seed-borne. disease: 
which could be largely, obviated by 
proper treatment of the seed; before 
sowing. Information concerning the 
several treatments may be obtained 
by application to an_ agricultural 
representative, an agricultural col- 
lege or to any Dominion Experimen- 


tal Farm or Station.

FRESH GRASS | 
FOR THE LAWN 


Persons who desire good lawns 
can haye them, but it will require 
some effort on their part, especially 
in -the early “Spri “This “f° the 


proper time to remoy¥e 
by giving the lawn raking. 
This prevents the ihe ci shoots from 
being smothered and aerates| the soi) 
around the roots. ere need be no 
fear of pressing d hard on the 
rake handle; the g will not be 
injured by rough tPeatment. 

Early Spring is the time also to 
fix up those hare patches with a 
little fresh seed. First rake them 
in thoraughly to a depth of two in- 
ches, Then broaddast grass seed 
evenly, cover very Jightly with a 
sprinkling of sifted soll, pack down 
firmly, and water frequently with 
a fine spray. 


Kentucky. blue afess is the best 
and most widely adapted grass for 
lawn purposes, states the Dominion 
Agrostologist, Dr. {, E. Kirk. It is| 
used as a base for most lawn m'x- 
tures, because it is very serviccable 
and long wearing. One of the best 
grass seed mixtures for Jawns con- 
sistsi of four pounds of Kentucky 
blue grass and qne paund of Golon- 
ial bent (brown top). To this may 
be added one-quarter of an ounce 
of white Duteh glover, if a little 
clover in the lawn ia desired. The 
above mixture “is seeded at the rate 
of three pounds per 1000 square 
feet. In order to insure getting de- 
pendable clean seed, the purchaser 
should always insist on Grade 1. 

Lawn grass, like other living 
things, must have, food if it is to 
grow normally, This food can be 
supplied at comparatively small cost 
and should be applied to the lawn 
just as soon as the raking and seed- 
ing has been done. There are on 
the market a number ef ready mixed 
fertilizers, practically all of: which 
will produce good results. Jt is im- 
portant to apply fertilizer very even- 
ly and at the rates apeeified an the 
containers, beeause satisfactory re- 
sults cannot be expected by apply- 
ing one pound where five pounds 
are recommended and vice versa. 
As soon as the fertilizer has been 
applied it should be well watered 
in, care being taken to use a fine 
spray so that the seed is not dis- 
turbed in the newly seceded arcas. 
On these seeded areas the ground 
should be kept moist, but not flood- 
ed, for about twa weeks so that the 
young plants have a chance to be- |i. 
come established. 

Cutting should be regular and 
should start just as soan as the grass |" 
is lang enough to allow the mower 
to function property. kt is a mis- 
take to allaw the grass te grow over 
two inches leng at any time. When 
cutting, it is advigahle ta use a grass 
catcher and rema¥é ail cuttings. This 
material does’ harm by forming a 
mat around the crowns of the grass 
plants, thus smothering young 
shoots, and it also helps weeds to 
spread, as weed seeds are gencrally 
present in the cuttings and, if not 
removed, soon become established. 


PRICE DISPARITY 
IS BIG PROBLEM 


The one characteristic of the de- 
pression which has been outstand- 
ingly clear in Western Canada par- 
ticularly is the disparity in prices 
between what the farmers have tc 
sell and what they have to buy. 
Economists and_ statisticians have 
pointed out the serious situation cre- 
ated by a dual level of prices, time 
and again. Others have done the 
same thing until even the most cas- 
ual observer of conditions must be 
impressed. But what is the result? 
Nothing much in the way of a tang- 
ible plan to offsct this condition has 
beon suggested. About the only con-

tribution in aid of the farmers has 
been made by the Wheat Pools of 
Western Canada, who, through their 


representatives on .the Advisory 
Committee of the Wheat Board; sup- 
ported a fair price level for wheat 
during the current crop year. 
Farmers of Western Canada must 
be impressed with the inability or 
disinclination of the majority of 
business interests to develop or sup- 
port any definite plan to obtain bet- 
ter prices for the products of the 
farms of Western Canada. Little aid 
may be expected from that source. 
Right now a powerful effort is being 
made to throw the wheat farmers 
back on the mercy of the specula- 
tive system of wheat marketing. 


It must be obvious that this 
is the surest way possible of 
enlarging the spread_ between 
the price of farm _ products 


and the prices of things the farmers 
have to buy. Domestic prices will 
never be permitted to sink to world 
levels. That much is sure. 

The most logical course for grain 
growers to follaw is to support the 
Wheat Pool's attitude which favors 
the maintenance of better prices for 


farm production just so long as this 


price disparity exists,

BREAD IN 4), HOURS 
(Four Loaves) 
12 cups Purity Flour, 


“We announced many weeks ago 


(About) 
sifted 
4 cups water 
2 tablespoons shortening (melted) 
3 tablespoons white sugar 
2 tablespoons salt 
2 compressed yeast cakes 
Method: Dissolve yeast in % cup 
of lukewarm water. In the remain- 
ing liquid (which should not be 
above 100 degrees F.) dissolve the 
Sugar and salt, then add yeast. Mix 
in sufficient flour to make a soft bat- 
ter; add shortening and beat well. 
Stir in sufficient flour to produce 
dough soft enough to handle conven- 
iently, but not sticky. (In cold 
weather, warm flour before using). 
Turn out on floured board and knead 
until soft and elastic. (The temper- 
ature of the dough should now be be- 
tween 80 and 85 degrees F.) Place 
in a greased bowl, cover and let rise 
until it is double the original bulk; 
then punch down. Let rise again and, 
ss te after punching down once more,

To Each Country 

When George Bernard Shaw wrote 
“Armis and the Man” he was not 
dealing with the ‘economics of the 
question, but a writer in the London 
Morning Post figured it out that way 
recently. ) 

He finds that in Canada the cost 
is $1.24 a person;;in New Zealand, 
$1.50; Denmark, | $2.18; Australia, 
$2.40; Japan, $3.70; Belgium, $4.10; 
Italy (at war), $8; Great Britain, 
which defends a vast empire, $9.50; 
and the United States, $5.60. 

No statistics are available for Ger- 
many. But the United States, for 
the first time since the war, has be- 
gun borrowing money for arms, bat- 
tleships, and aircraft. 

And if there is going to be an 
armaments race these figures will be 
much higher. The average British 
family of five pays nearly $50 a year 
for defences. Obviously Great Bri- 
tain has strong reasons for striving 
so hard for peace. — St. Thomas 
Times-Journal.

The Good Old Days 


Perilous To-Day 


After glancing over the latest 
mortality statistics and re-reading 
that gruesomely pithy “—And Sud- 
den Death” article, we most of us 
assume, without troubling to inquire 
very far, that this age is probably 
more noted than any other for its 
high percentage of violent fatalities. 

Yet it is not only possible, but 
probable, that we have fallen into 
another popular error. Because of 
the rather terrifying ‘toll of the 
roads”—-and foolhardy drivers—and 
because of the publicity now attend- 
ant upon such unfortunate occur- 
rences, we may perhaps be pardoned 
for jumping to conclusions. But that 
does not make the conclusions cor- 
rect. 

By way of corroboration, the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
famed for finding out things by ex- 
amining facts and figures, offers a 
new suggestion. Some of its re- 
searchers took a glance back in his- 
tory and divulged the astonishing 
information that of 275 representa- 
tive Greeks and Romans, 136 came 
to violent ends. Adding another 125 
celebrities for whose death no causes 


tent on being fair about it, found 
that even with this new total of 401 
the percentage of violent deaths 
came to 34. Yes, you say, but most 
of them were probably soldiers. 
Well, the statisticians have you 
there, too. They classified their 401 
notabilities as statesmen, soldiers, 
philosophers, authors and so forth. 
And would you believe it, 64 per 
cent., or 115 of the statesmen alone 
had their careers brought to abrupt 
and untimely endings. 

This makes rather logical the ¢con- 


perilous than it was.in olden times. 
Upon further reflection, we can go 
even better than that. Considering 
the ancients not only ran the risk of 
death under the wheels of some 
Patrician’s chariot, but might be 


with a few hundred thousands of 
their fellows, in one of the periodic 
epidemics of the plague or some- 
thing even less pleasant, our lot is 
not so bad after all. In spite of 
murder, suicide and mishap, only 9.5 
per cent. of us die violently. Once 
more the ‘good old days” theory 
comes off a bad second.—Brantford 
Expositor.

Among the varieties of barley which 
are popular, for feed uses arc sey- 
eral new smooth-awned. varicties 
which are high in yield, strong- 
strawed, easy to handle and favor- 
able for feeding. It has been found 
after tests that they are suitable for 
production in certain districts of the 
prairie provinces and in some parts 
of the other provinces; 


It is recognized, the statement of 
the committee pointed out, that the 
disposal of barley is closely asso- 
ciated with livestock production and 
producers should therefore be en- 
couraged: to continue in their efforts 
to bring about low ‘cost of produc- 
tion so that feeders of livestock wil) 
be encouraged to use even greater 
quantities of barley because it yields 
a greater feeding value per acre than 
any grain. 

The new varieties of barley have 
characteristics which make 
undesirable to malsters for malting 
purposes and under existing regu- 
lations these varieties cannot: be 
placed in the malting grades. 0.A.C. 
21 is still the standard of malting 
barley: for Canada and the malting 
grades are restricted to this and 
other Manchurian types of similar 
quality. At present extensive breed- 
ing and other improvement work 
in connection with feed and malting 
harley is being conducted at variou: 
institutions in Canada with the ob- 
jectives of higher yield, stronge: 
straw and neck strength and high 
quality suitable for the various parts 
of the Dominion. .

Reduction Shown 
In Some Livestock 


The semi-annual survey of Jive- 
stock on the farms of Canada, as 
at Dec. 1, 1935, shewed reductions 
in the number of sheep, poultry anc 
cattle generally, but there were in- 
creases in the number of milch cow’ 
and of swine, while the milk nvr 
duction pert cow was also higher 
than at the end of 1934. As com- 
pared with the June survey, cattle 
sheep and poultry exhibited declines 
but swine showed an increase. The 
survey, of which the results have 
haye been published by ‘the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Sstatistics, was made 
in co-operation with the provincial 
departments of agriculture. 


The number of cattle and calves 
reported on farms in the Dominion 
on Dec, 1, 1935, was 8,430,800, This 
represented a decrease of 54,100 head 
or 0.6 per cent, as compared with 
Dec, 1, 1934, and of 389,800, or ap- 
proximatcly 4% per cent, from June, 
1935. 
reported gains, but the other prov- 
inces Ceclines; the. increase in On- 
tario was duc to unusually large 
shipments of feeder cattle from the 
Prairie Provinces, The calf popu- 
lation registered a 1 decline, 
from 1,753,200 on Dec. 1, 1934, to 
1,991,300 on Dec. 1, 1935. Beef cows 
were reduced on the annual com- 
parison from 700,200 to 646,400. 
Milch cows, on the other hand, in- 
creased from 3,847,400 in December, 
1934, to 3,932,400 in December last. 
The milk production per cow per 
day rose from 11.26 to 11.71 pounds. 

The number of sheep and lambs 
on Canadian farms on Dec. 1, 1935, 
was 2,28.500, compared with 3,339,- 
100 in June, and 2,738,200 in Decem- 
ber, 1934.
